Mulnto. Should the gurrlson fail lo
withstand the attach, however, the gov¬
ernment holds that the taking of the
place would ho but a minor incident
after all.
They bcllcvo that the advancing re¬

inforcements will reach Juarez Ions
before the rebels could be in condltlofl
to fight again, and that tho place
would bo retaken.

Tentative Pence Pact.
While residents of the capital con¬

tinued to betray the keenest interest
in developments at Junrea. ibolr at¬
tention this afternoon was divided by
the announcement that a- tentative
peace pact had been entered Into by
tlie government and the rebels In trie
state of Guerrero. Professor Francisco
Flgueroa. brother of AmbroslO Flgue-
roa, ranking rebel leader In the <»oiiUt,
.who captured Iguala last .weclr. to¬
day left the capital to tell him of his
success in negotiating terms. Profes-
son .Flgueroa is conlldcni that his
brother nnd his followers will accept
hem.
The rebels, under tl-.e agreement, are

to relalu control of Iguala, and Ihey
will have a full sltnro In the conduct
of local affairs in their State. Includ¬
ing the selection of a new Governor.
On their part tho rebels promise to
disband and return home. They also
agree that they will use nil efforts to
suppress brlgandery.
The rebels do nqt consent to forsake

the Madero movement, however, and
reserve the right to tight in his name,
should he march southward and de¬
mand their services.
While litis agreement appears -not

in count for much, Innsmuch as the
rebels do not promise to eliminate
themselves entirely from the revolu¬
tionary movement. It is regarded as

highly Important in this part ot the
republic.
The rebels now operating In Morelos

and threatening Onernavaca am for
the most part Guerrero natives, under
ilie orders of General Amhroslo Vig-
ueroa. If lite terms agreed upon pre¬
vail, thrsfl men will Oo returned to
their own Slate. leaving Cuernavaca
unmenaced.

Mexico City In IIanger.
It was from this quarter that Mexico

City appeared to be in danger. .With
their removal, the capital would ho
o'lit of dangor for several weeks at
ltaLt.

It was not without skepticism, how¬
ever, thai the news of \m agreement
was received. The fiasco at Juarez has
not served lo make the public eajcr
to accept unquestioned talk^ of peace
in any quarter. There Is also much
doubt expressed as to the ability ot
the Figuerroas lo control their men.

Anticipating trouble at no distant
date, a committee from the National
Oininbcr of Commerce to-day, asked of
ihc Department of War permission to
keep in their places of business arms
fur defense. The department Is con¬
sidering llie request.
To-day the same air of astonishment

pervaded government oillces. and si¬
lence greeted all questions made at
the President's otllce for information.
